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HINTS FOR SEPTEMBER. i 

September is a sort of preparatory month for 
bringing to a close the operations of Summer 
and commencing on Autumn. The farmer will 
therefore find a benefit in having his eyes open , 
to both ends of the season. If the drouth has 
jeft you anything of the herbage kind in the shop 
of second growth, or rowen, a careful collection 
and saving of it will demand your attention, and 
as the hay crop was a light one, buy any thing that 
ean be saved for that purpose will come into good 
service next winter. | 

The root crops require some attention in the 
way of being freed from weeds, and trimming 
out; provided, nevertheless, the grasshoppers 
have not already done tHe )atter for you. They 
will now begin to swell out their roots and in- 
crease in size in this respect, until cold weather 
checks their growth. | 

If you have not already sowed your winter 
wheat, and the drouth has probably kept you, 
back, it would be well to get it in now as soon as 
possible. Don't be frightened because the drouth 
last fall, and the severe winter past, destroyed so 
many fields. Such a concurrence of seasons may 
not happen again for many years. 

There have a good many thousand 
bushels of first wheat raised 
Maine this year, besides, the weevil have done 
but very little damage indeed to spring wheat. | 
So thank God; take courage and put in the 
wheat in faith and with a liberal hand. 

Early fruit requires your care, whatever of 
early apples cannot be sold in the market, should

be given to your hogs or to your cattle, or pared 
and dried, and not be suffered to rot and go to 
waste, 

Look over your flock of sheep and cull out} 
those which live too old to winter, and see, if they 
are not now fit for the butcher, that they be put; 
in a situation where they will become so before! 
housing time. Start your hogs to fatting, and if 
you propose to fatten a cow, or steer for your | 
own home consumption, it would be well now to 
give them a little extra feed. 

If you have a muck mine, and have not already | 
improved the late dry, weather in getting into the | 
‘* diggings,” seize the first opportunity to open it 
for the benefit of your compost heap. 

If rightly managed it will make your crops 
laugh next year, and laughing crops make com- 
fortable people. 

Ploughing may be done to good advantage 
now, if nothing more urgent presses upon you. 
You will have more green forage to plough under 
where you break up greensward than you will 
have if it be postponed until frost has cut every- 
thing down; but if more important business de- 
mands attention, plowing may be postponed until 
a later period. ‘The days will be shorter to be 
sure, but then they will be cooler, and thereby 
enable you to do nearly as much per day with 
your team, 

Beans, when the leaves have begun to turn 
yellow, and the bean is in a dough state may now 
be gathered and stacked between two stakes, 
where they will ripen and dry well. You should 
be careful not Jet them touch the ground at the 
bottom as they will be likely to rot if they do. 


SHADE AND ORNAMENTAL TREES OF MAINE. 

In No. 34 of the Farmer, we called attention 
to the subject of the native shade and ornamental 
trees of Maine. 

The two most prominent of the great number 
which we have, and which might be used, are 
the elm and the maple. 

Exim. There are two species of elm in Maine, 
viz: the common elm, (U/mus Americana,) and 
the slippery elm, (U/mus Fulva.) The slippery 
elm is not so common on the seaward and mid- 
land parts of the State as it is in the northern 
parts. 

The common elm, so called, is at home in all 
sections of the State, and a noble, stately, lofty, 
spreading tree it is. It adapts itself uncommon- 





ly well to all situations and soils, though grow- 
ing, of course, according to the amount of good 
food it finds in the siwation where it is planted. 
A low, moist intervale is most congenial to it. 
To such situations you will often find it of enor- 
mous size. On the intervales of the Saco, At- 
droscoggin, Kennebec, Penobscot, Aroostook, 
St. John, and other rivers, they are found in great 
abundance, with their sturdy and strong big 
swelling trunks, their wide spreading branches, 
and having their heads lifted up among the clouds, 
combining, in a remarkable degree, the magonifi- 
cent and the graceful in one grand object. ‘The 
celebrated Mercer elm which grows in the town 
of Mercer, in Somerset county, on an intervale 
of a stream that empties into the Sandy river, 
measures thirty-six feet in circumference. 


Botanica Description. Prof. Bigelow, in 
his work on botany, describes the elm thus : 
“This stately tree is distinguished from the culti- 
vated English elms, by its long pendulous 
branches. It also loses its Jeaves-in autumn sev- 
eral weeks sooner. The flowers, which appear 
in April, have commonly from six to eight sta- 
mens. They are small, of a dull purple color, 
[appear before the leaves put out,] and grow in 
bunches on slender footsialks. Styles two, re- 
curved, hairy on both sides. The seeds are con- 
tained in a flat, oval winged capsule or samara, 
which is ciliated on the edges. The leaves grow 
alternately on opposite sides of the branches. 
They are more smooth and more uniformly ser- 
Tated than thuse of the English elm. The wood 
of the elm is tough, and principally used to form 
the naves or hubs of wheels,” 


It has a handsome grain, and is sometimes used 
for furniture, but when made into boards or thin 
stuff, and used where it is exposed to the weath- 
er, it will crack and warp too much to make it 
valuable for such purposes, alihough it is a very 
durable wood. 

For a shade and ornamental tree it is one of 
the very best, being, as we before observed, large 
and stately, full of branches, and well stocked 
with foliage, thereby affording an excellent shade. 
It is also cleanly, and is easily raised, requiring 
only a fair share of moisture and goodness of soil. 
It is aiso a long lived tree, and he who sets one 
out, and gets it fairly started, may calculate that 
it will stand for centuries. 

The slippery elm could not be distinguished 
from the common elm, by a casual observer, as 
he passed along; their general appearance, size 
and habits being so nearly alike. The Botanist, 
however, who looks more closely into minute 
differences of plants and trees, would point out 
the differences to you thus: The common elm 
has its leaves equally serrate or notched. The 
leaves of the slippery elm are unequally notched. 
The leaves of the common elm are unequal at the 
base—that is, one side is longer than the other 
—those of the slippery elm are equal at the 
base. The leaves of the common elm are smooth 
on both sides—the leaves of the slippery elm are 
pubescent, or somewhat downy on both sides, and 
very rough to the touch, 

The flowers of the common elm grow in 


bunches on slender footstalks or stems. The 
flowers of the slippery elm have no stems, but 
are placed snug down on the branches. The 


young twigs of the common elm are smooth, 
those of the slippery elm are rough to the touch. 
The inner bark of the slippery elm, as its name 
indicates, is full of mucilage, or slippery sap, 
while that of the common elm contains very little 
of it, 

This inner bark is much used for medical pur- 
poses—the mucilage being peculiarly mild and 
bland.

BLOODY URINE IN CATTLE. 

Mr. Epiror:—As this disorder is becoming 
very prevalent, it seems proper that any one, 
however humble, who may possess any light upon 
the subject, should give the public the benefit of 
his knowledge. Several very valuable cows in 
Ufis vicinity have died with this disease. Some 
were dosed with one thing, and some with anoth- 
er, but tono purpose. We lost one about the 
middle of last month, for which we did nothing, 
believing, from all we could learn, that it would 
be useless. Another was taken, in a short time 
after the first died. We tried at first the com- 
pound of rosin, alum, salt, &c., spoken of by 
Mr. Snow, in the Farmer of July 29th, but it 
produced no perceptible effect. We then chanced 
to hear of a medicine which effected a complete 
cure in less than twenty-four hours. The reme- 
dy is simply this :—Give to the animal, once in 
two days, in a quart of water, a table spoonful 
of nitric acid, and follow it up for a week, and 
longer, if necessary. In ordinary cases, a cure 
may be looked for after the first or second dose is 
given. J.H.J.

BOG MEADOWS. 


The present is a favorable time for commencing 
the improvement of bog-lands. The first object 
should be to take off the surplus and stagnant 
water. This must be done by ditches or drains. 
In most cases the source of the water is near the 
junction of the bog with the surrounding high- 
land. At this point, therefore, a drain should be 
sunk sufficiently deep to receive all the water 
which injuriously affects the surface of the bog. 
This is a point often neglected, and many tracts 
which have been partially improved, have, from 
this cause, failed to answer expectations, and 
have been suffered to relapse into their former un- 
profitable state. 

It is not necessary that the drains should al- 
ways he open ditches, as some seem to suppose ; 
under or covered drains are generally far better, 
besides obviating the difficulty of crossing open 
ditches. The drains next the uplands will al- 
ways he in hard soil, and tiles may be laid imme- 
dia'ely on the bottom. The other drains frequent- 
ly have a soft bottom ; and here a hemlock board 
or slab may be placed under the tiles to keep 
them from sinking. If tiles cannot be procured 
stones may be vsed on the hard bottom, and pine, 
hemlock, or cedar boughs, or bushes, may be 
used on the bog. They will ‘*draw”’ well, and 
will last many years. 

Open drains are always filling up. The soak 
of the water and the heaving of frost, nearly fill 
up those near the upland every year, and all the 
others require frequent clearing and cutting out. 
If stock is pastured on the land, the banks of the 
ditches are pressed down by their tread; and 
they cannot be crossed by a team without being 
injured. 

If the surface of the land is encumbered with 
bushes, stumps, or roots, they must be taken 
out. This, however, can better be done after 
the drain has taken effect, and the ground has 
settled, as it will do, from carrying off the water. 
The roots are then left exposed, more or less on 
top of the ground. When the bushes, roots, 
and tassocks are taken off, and the surface made 
smooth, grass and seed may be sown. 

The first of autumn is a good time to sow 
grass seed, on this or any other land. The kind 
usually known as ‘‘fowl méadow’’ grass, is the 
‘best for bog land. Timothy, or herds-grass, 
| may be sown in connection with it, which will 
- tend to keep the crop from lodging down.

cellent, healthy food ; and what an excellent sub- 
stitute it is for potatoes, during the continuation 


that are fair to the eye, unfit for food, und all ex- 
ceedingly dear. As we write, our hostess informs 
us that potatoes, hominy and white beans are all 
of the same price—$2,50 a bushel, and rice but 
a litle dearer. If a man can afford to eat fried 
gold for breakfast, boiled bank notes for dinner, 
and roasted dollars for supper, he can afford to eat 
potatoes cooked in the same way, and not otherwise 
at present prices. In point of economy as human 
food, one bushel of beans or hominy is equal to 
ten of potatoes. 
as universally liked as potatoes, and atthe south, 
about as freely eaten; while at the north it is 
seldom seen ; in fact, it is an unknown fvod, ex- 
cept to a few persons in cities. By hominy, we 
do not mean a sort of coarse meal, but grains of 
white corn, from which the hull and chit, or eye 
has been removed, by moistening and pounding 
in a wooden mortar, leaving the grains almost 
whole, and composed of little else but starch. It 
has often been said, not one cook in ten knows 
how to boil a potato. We may add another ci- 
pher when speaking of the very simple process of 
cooking hominy. We give the formula from 
our own experience, and from instructions re- 
ceived in a land where ‘hog and hominy” are 
well understood. Wash slightly in cold water, 
and soak twelve hours in tepid, soft water, then 
boil slowly from three to six hours, in same wa- 
ter, with great care to prevent burning. Don't 
salt while cooking, as that or hard water will har- 
den the corn. So it will peas or beans, green or 
dry, and rice also. When dune, add butier and 
salt; or a better way is to let each season to suit 
the taste. It may be eaten with meat io lieu of 
vegetables, or with sugar vr syrup. It is good 
hot or cold, and the more frequently it is warmed 
over like the old fashioned pot of 
**Bean porridge hot or bean porrislye cold, 
Bean porridge beat at nine days old.” 

So is homiay—it is good always, and very 
wholesome, and like tomatoes, only requires to 
be eaten once or twice to fix the taste in its fa- 
vor. 

Hominy Bereaxrast Cakes. Mash the cold 
hominy witha rolling pin and add a little flour 
and milk batter, so as to make the whole thick 
enough to form into little cakes in the hand, or it 
may be put upon the griddle withaspoon. Bake 
brown, eat hot, and declare you never ate anything 
better of the batter kind. 

Hominy ano Mrx, hot or cold, is as moch 
better than mush and milk, as that is better than 
oat meal porridge. 

Hominy Puppine. Prepare as for batter 
cakes, add one egg to each pint, some whole cin- 
namon, sugar to suit the taste, and a few raisins, 
and bake like rice pudding. A little butter or 
‘chopped suet may be added. Serve hot or cold, 
with or yithout sauce. 

Homry and Beans. Mix equal parts of cold 

ed beans and hominy together and heat up, 
and you will have an excellent dish.

STONES ON CULTIVATED LAND. 


WHAT EVERY FARMER MAY HAVE. 

Every farmer may, if he will, have a Aouse, a 
neat, tasteful structure, adorning his farm, and 
contributing to his comfort. There is, on every 
farm, if one could but find it, a fit site for a house, 
with grounds near it suitable for a garden and 
out buildings. 

W hat a pity such locations should not be selec- 
ted, instead of the sorry places where too many 
farm houses are-placed! We have seen a house 
standing on a ledge of rocks, and a recess fura 
garden excavated in a hbank in the rear, when, 
netforty rods distant, a most invitieg spot for 
building was neglected ; and another stuck down 
on a low swainpy piece of land, with planks run- 
ning to the road as a means of access, when on 
the opposite side of the road, a gentle eminence, 
crowned with noble forest trees, was occupied by 
cattle. 

As to the houses themselves, much might be 
said. Generally speaking, they seem two bea 
product of the farm ; that is, thrifiy well cultivated 
| farm, has a snug dwelling on it, and a slovenly, 
ill-tilled one, has an overgrown or decaying tene- 
ment. 

A correct taste in building is not, cannot be, in 
the possession of every one. Architecture is a 
science, and taste is the result of cultivation, and 
none but men educated to their profession, should 
undertake to design and build a house. 

It is true, that so many sticks of umber, boards, 
nails, and shingles, will make a building, and so 
too, a given quantity of iron, steel, and brass, will 
make a steam engine, but a novice makes a failure 
when he undertakes to construct either. Still,

{more particularly so to thin Jight lands, and all 
lands of a binding nature. It was, however, 
never imagined that the damage could be so great 
as it Is now found to be, siuce unusual quantities 
of flints and other stones have been gathered for 
In the 
parish of Serenage, in Hertfordshire, there is 
|a field known by the name of Chalkdell field, 
containing about two hundred acres; the land in 
| this field was formerly equal, if not superior, to 
most lands in that country ; but lying convenient 
| for the surveyors of the roads, they have picked 
| it so ofien, and stripped it of the flint and small 
| stones to such a degree, that it is now inferior to 
| lands that were formerly reckoned not much over 
half its value, acre for acre. 
| ‘Nor is it Chalkdell field alone that has ma- 
|terially suffered in that country by the above- 
'mentioned practice ; several thousand acres bor- 
dering on the turnpike roads from Wellwyo to 
| Baldock, have been so much impoverished, that 
| the loss to the inheritance forevgr must be com- 
puted at a great many thousand pounds. What 
puts it beyond a doubt that the prodigous im- 
| poverishment of the land is owing to no other 
| cause but picking and carrying away the stones, 
| is, that those lands have generally been most im- 
poverished, which have been most often picked ; 
nay, | know a field, part of which was picked, 
_and the other part ploughed up before they had 


the use of turnpike aod other roads, 


| time to pick it, where the part that was picked 
| lost seven or eight parts in ten, of two succeeding 
| crops; and though the whole field was manured 
and managed in all respects alike, yet the impo- 
| verishment was visible where the stones had been 
| picked off, and and extended not an igch farther ; 
an incontestible proof of the benefit of the stones.”’ 
| WARTS ON PLUM TREES. 
| Mar. Eprror :—I have this season made some 
| experiments on the black wart which has of late 
proved so injurious to the plum and cherry tree. 
Some years ago I was favored with a letter from 
Hon. Rufus Meclotire, of Maine—a gentleman 
who is well known as an indefatigable friend of 
agriculture, stating that the writer had found the 
wart to be curable by simply removing it with a 
knife. I adopted his practice in the treatment of 
my trees, some of which were badly diseased, and 
found it to be generally successful. There was 
however, one difficulty. ‘Though the removal of 
the intumescence greatly abated the evil, it was 
ofien found to start again the subsequent spring, 
and to increase in size even more rapidly than be- 
fore, rendering another application of the knife 
necessary, 80 that the limb, from the repeated cut- 
tings, not unfrequently became too weak to sustain 
itself, and was liable to be twisted off or broken 
by every wind. To remedy this evil, I applied a 
quantity of common bar soap to the fresh wounds, 
rubbing it in vigorously, and leaving the surface 
exposed by the knife, coated with the compound, 
and so exposed as to allow the same to dissolve 
withevery rain. No wart treated in this snmma- 
ry way, has ever started,—the limb heals rapidly, 
and the bark remains perfectly clean and smooth, 
and without even the cicatrice of a wound to show 
that any has been inflicted. I have ttied this 
process on plum and cherry trees in all their vari- 
eties, and invariably with the best success. Sofi 
soap is equally as efficacious as hard, though it 
will, from its fluid nature, require to be frequently 
repeated. Many valuable trees are annually lost 
in consequence of the supposed incurable nature of 
this troublesome disease, and I therefore made 
known the foregoing remedy in the hope that 
those who have trees suffering its attacks will try 
the remedy, and make known the result. As to 
the origin of this disease, there have been many 
shrewd conjectures offered ; but must bear in mind 
that conjectures, however plausible, are not to be 
placed in the rank of facts. If the remedy I have 
indicated proves effectual, as I have no doubt it 
will, it is of little consequence, in a practical point 
of view, whether the disease be caused by a fly, 
or by a vitiation of the circulating fluid. The 
remedy being at hand, and, in its effects, infalli- 
ble, saves us the trouble of examining its source. 
As our knowledge of entomology, and the recon- 
dite laws of vegetable physiology is enlarged, 
the origin of this, as well as of many other dis- 
eases which now perplex the wisdom, and baffle 
the ingenuity of the learned, will doubtless be 
made apparent, [Eastern Journal.

| All that servesto make life more desirable, 
} that tends tothe improvement of the soil, the 
| mind, and the heart, is not beneath the attention 
jof man. We cannot conceive of a more fit place 
| to commence the careful cultivation of a farm, 
jthan the garden. It would soon be evident that 
| the greater care bestowed on the soil, the greater 
| its product, and so a system of culture would by 
| degrees he adopted, till the whole farm should 
| become a fruitful field. 

In the cultivation of a garden, can be noted on 
a small scale, all the phenomena of growth and 
from data there gathered, one can advance suc- 
cessfully from the tilling of narrow beds to that 
of broad acres. The knowledge necessary to 
success in gardening, is rather the result of ex- 
perience, than of fixed rules. There is requisite 
a taste for the art, close observation, and a 
modicum of practical skill ; give these, and com- 
mon sense will supply the deficit. We would not 
by any means, profess to teach gard@fing ‘‘in six 
easy Jessons,’’ but we assert that any one so dis- 
posed can make a beginning. 

There are certain adjuncts to a garden, which 
a majority of farmers who take the trouble to 
cultivate a few esculent roots, seem to think al- 
together too trifling to merit their attention. Such 
are beds of flowers, flowering shrubs, and grape 
and other vines, That ever potent argument of 
expense, and the ready excuse of poverty, cannot 
be urged against these decorations of the farmer's 
home. A man may be too poor to erect a costly 
cottage, but no one is too puor to cultivate a bed 
of flowers, to plant shrubbery around his humble 
dwelling, or to train a vine to relieve its bare ex- 
terior, A beauty unattained by any triumph of 
art, is thus in the reach of the most obscure, Na- 
ture waits to provide, ‘*without money and with- 
out price,”’ the ornaments of a cultivated field, 
and the pleasures of a cultivated mind. 

Contrast for one moment, the cottage and the 
lawn, with the rude dwelling and its unkept 
zrounds—compare the beauty and fragrance of 
flowers, with the'unsighily weed and its rank 
vdur—mark the difference between the luxuriant 
green of shrubbery, and the vacancy uf barren 
vards, and then decide whether an hour of time 
can be better spent than in effecting such a change. 

The past few years have wrought a manifest 
improvement in matters of rural taste, but as vet 
its evidences are confined to cottages and farm- 
houses, scattered here and there, like oases in 
the wide desert. It will be seen, however, that 
as agriculiure advances, and system takes the 
place of confusion, all these things will receive 
the attention that they so richly deserve.

SELF-OPENING RAILROAD GATE. 

Few branches of haman interest offer greater 
latitude for improvement than those connected 
with railroads. Every day suggesis some new 
object suited to render traffic along the lines of 
travel safer and easier, and then the wonder is 
that it was never so conceived before. Thinking 
thus, we are pleased to notice that Mr. E. P. 
Carter, of Yorkshire, N. Y., has secured a patent 
for a Self-Opening Railroad Gate. Ik is simple 
in its construction, easily applied to the track, 
cheaper than aculvert, and safer. A set of gates 
has been tested on a side track of the New York 

and Erie railroad, at a station 65 miles east of 
| Dunkirk, and are represented as having worked 
to a charm—so easy as to open equally to a hand- 
cart at four miles an hour as to a locomotive at 
forty miles. This gate is at the same time so 
formidable as to head off cattle of any kind that 
may course along the track. The inventor is 
preparing engravings and description in full, and 
will then test its utility before any railroad com- 
company whose interest and public spirit may 
prompt them to add tothe safety of railway 
travel. 





To Preserve Flowers in Water. Mix a 
little carbonate of suda with the water, aad it 
will preserve the flowems for a fortnight. But 
the water in flower-pots should be changed every 
day in summer, or it will beeome offensive and un- 
healthy, even if there is salt in them. 





| POINTS OF A GOOD HOG, 

| Icould caution the reader against being led 
|away by a mere name, in his selection of a hog. 
| A hog may be called a Berkshire or a Suffolk, or 
| any other breed most in eatimation, and yet may, 
in reality possess nove of this valuable blood. 
| The only sure mode by whieh the buyer will be 
able to avoid imposition is, to make name always 
secondary to points. If you fied a hog possessed 
of such points of form as are calculated te insare 
|early maturity, and facility of taking flesh, you 
need care little what it has seemed good to the 
seller to ealf him; and remember thet Wo ‘Hhine 
can bestow value upon an animal deficient io the 
qualities to which I have alluded. The true 
Berkshire—that possesses a dash of the Chinese 
and Neapolitian varieties—comes, perhaps, nearer 
to the desired standard than any other. The 
chief points which characterize such a hog are the 
following: In the first place, sufficient depth of 
carcass, and such an elongation of body as will 
insure a sufficient lateral expansion. Let the loin 
and chest be broad. The breadth of the former de- 
notes good room for the play of the lungs, and a 
consequent free and healthy eirculation, essential 
to the thriving or fattening of any animal. The 
bone should be small and the joiats fine—nothing 
is more indicative of high breeding than, this; 
and the legs should be no longer thao, when fally 
fat, would just prevent the animal's belly from 
trailing upon the ground. The leg is the least 
profitable portion of the hog, and we require no 
more of it than is absolutely necessary for the 
rest. See that the feet be firm and sound; that 
the toes lie well together, and press straightly 
upon the ground ; as also, that the claws are even, 
upright, and healthy. Many say that the form 
of the head is of little or no consequence, and 
that a good hog may have an ugly head; bot I 
regard the head of all animals as one of the very 
principal points in which pure or impure breeding 
will be the most obviously indicated, A high- 
bred animal will invariably be found to arrive 
more speedily at maturity, to take flesh earlier, 
and with greater facility, and, altogether, to turn 
out more profitably, than one of questionable or 
impure stock ; and such being the case, I consider 
that the head of the hog is, by no means, a point 
1o be overlooked by the purchaser. The deserip- 
tion of head most likely to promise, or rather to 
be concomitant of, high breeding, 1s one not carry- 
ing heavy bone, not too flat onthe furehead or pos- 
sessing a too elongated snout—the snout should 
be short, and the forehead rather convex, eurving 
upward ; aud the ear should be, while pendulous, 
inclining somewhat forward, and, at the same 
time, light and thin. Nor should the buyer pass 
over even the carriage of a pig. If this be dull, 
heavy, and dejected, reject him, on suspicion of 
ill-health, if not of some concealed disorder ucte- 
ally existing, or just about to break forth; and 
there can not be a more unfavorable symptom 
than a hung-down, slouching head. Of course, 
a fat hog for slaughter, or » sow heavy with 
young, has not much sprightliness of deport- 
ment. 

Nor is color altogether to be lost sight of. In 
the case of hogs I would prefer those culors which 
are characteristic of our most esteemed breeds. 
If the hair be scant, I would look for black, as 
denoting connection with the Neapolitan; but if 
too bare of hair, | would be disposed to appre- 
hend too immediate alliance with that variety, 
and a consequent want of hardihood, that, how- 
ever unimportant, if pork be the object, renders 
such animals hazardous speculations as steres, 
from their extreme susceptibility to cold, and con- 
sequent, liability to disease. If white, and not 
wo small, I would like them as exhibiting con- 
nection with the Chinese. If light or sandy, or 
red with black marks, | would recognize our favor- 
ite Berkshire ; and so on, with reference to every 
possible variety of hue. These observations may 
appear trivial ; but they are the most important I 
have yet made, and the pig buyer will find his 
accuunt in attending to them. 





A correspondent of the Albany Cultivator re- 
lates a case of a stallion of his becoming blind 
without any apparent cause. On the horse being 
examined by a friend it was found that he had 
blind or wolf teeth which being knocked out the 
horse soon recovered, 

Four years ago this summer, I had a fine young 
horse whose sight appeared to be failing gradually 
from day today. A white gummy substance, 
exuded from the eye, and I was teld by @ farrier 
that he had the ‘*hooks,”’ 

Having heard something concerning ‘‘blind"’ 
teeth, (thanks to the Agricultural papers,) I made 
an examination and found one that was very dark 
colored. This, I knew fogm all accounts was 8 
“wolf” or “blind” tooth. Being near = black- 
smith's shop, I obtained a punch and hammer, got 
aman to hold his hands over the horse's eyes, 
while by placing the punch against the tooth # 
knocked it out. The horse soon recovered his 
sight as well as ever. 





Unevuty Carrie. Mr. J. P. Philips, of Mont- 
gomery county, New York, states, that being 
troubled with some unruly cattle, that defied all 
his attempts to control, he took an “‘old boot, cut 
off the foot, slit and fastened it in front of their 
eyes by means of a string passing through the 
leather and around their horns.” The remedy, 
though simple, he found to be all that he de- 
sired. 

We remember to have seen in our earliest days, 
and which was a common praetice among farmers 
who had unruly cattle—a piece of board, say 10 
inches by 15, placed over their foreheads, fastened 
in the same way, around the horns, whieh asswer- 


ed every purpose. 

To Maxe Prime Vinecar. A correspondent 
of the Ohio Cultivator vouches for the merit of the 
following recipe for making vinegar : 

“Take and mix one quart of molasses, three 
gallons of (rain) water and one pint of yeast, Let 
it ferment aod stand for four weeks, and you will 
have the best of vinegar.’’

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ATTENTION, SPORTSMEN ! 

Here's where you get your Golden Plovers. 
Daring the past ‘ten days, the sportsmen on and 
and about the Cobbossee Lake, or Winthrop 
Great Pond, and vicinity, have had some sport in 
shooting plovers. Immense flucks of this spe- 
cies of birds appeared, all of a sudden, in that re- 
‘zion, soon after the storm, and weresupposed by 
some to have been driven inland by the storm, 
and by others, that they had been induced to 
come up from the shores in pursuit of grasshop- 
pers, as it was found that they caught large 
quantities and devoured them. Neither of these 
suppositions are true. The storm was not se- 
vére enough to drive them so far inland, and as 
for grasshoppers, any quantities of them can be 
had for the picking up on the shores, and in the 
water itself. They are on their way from the 
north to their winter quarters in the south, and 
just called as they passed, to spend a short sea- 
son on the Kennebec waters. Three of our 
Winthrop neighbors—Mr. P. C. Bradford, Allen 
Trafant 24, and W E‘der—went out a part of a 
day, on Litchfield neck, aud bagged seventy-five 
‘of these birds before they returned. Our thanks 
are due Mr. Bradford, for half a dozen of them, 
by which we not only larded the inner man, for 
they were very fat, but were also enabled to 
identify the species. 

They vary much in the color and appearance 
of plumage, as some have their sammer dress, 
and some are beginning to put on their winter 
garments. They are the genuine golden plover. 

Dr. De Kay in his report of the Ornithology 
of New York, calls this bird—Golden Piover, 
Charadrius Virginiacus. He says that this bird 
ranges from latitude 23° to 75 north. and breeds in 
Arctic regions and Islands of the Arctic sea. It 
appears in New York in a straggling manner, in 
the latter part of April; and after a stay of a few 
weeks, passes on to the north tw breed Eggs 
are said to be pale olive with blackish spots. 

After breeding they return rapidly, aod are to 
be seen in the early part of September in large 
flocks on the open plains of Long Island in search 
of Grasshoppers and other insect food. 

As they appear io the greatest nuinbers after a 
sharp frost they are popularly known under the 
name of Frost bird.” They are frequently called 
Greenbacks. At that period it is a watchful and 
timid bird, and hence is usually shot frou wagous 
by sportsmen. In the course of a week or two 
they disappear and pass the wiuter south of the 
United Siates. 

Wilson describes this bird in his Ornithology, 
under the technical term of Charadrius P-uvialis 
He observes that this species visits the sea coast 
of New York and New Jersey in spring and au- 
tumn, but does not, as far as he can discover, 
breed in any part of the United States. They 
are mostly met with in the months of September 
and October, soon after which they disappear. 
It is common, he says, in the northern parts of 
Europe. It breeds on high heathy: mountains. 
Although these birds are occasionally found along 
our coast from Georgia to Maine, yet he has nev- 
@r met with them, [in the breeding season, prob- 
ably,} in the interior—our mountains being cover- 
ed with weed and not with heather. 














BEAR'S GREASE. 

We were amused, the other day, by the wit 
and fluency of a pedier, a sort of Sam Slick, that 
crossed our path, who had ‘* Bear's Grease”’ for 
sale—the ginnywine article, that would make 
the hair grow from the head of an ‘‘otomy”* itself. 
We told him that there was more ** Bear’s Grease"’ 
in the market than could be found in all the bears 
in Canada, and that he had probably sold more 
this summer than had been extracted from all the 
bears killed for a year past. He gave a knowing 
wink, and told the bystanders that they were 
very plenty in the western country, and that 
there was a refinery of their grease at Cincinnati 
—that the blubber from the *‘Oxfurd bears’ was 
in such a state of ferment this summer, that it 
made the hair curl like corkscrews, and that a 
box of it, which he seld to an old lady of seven- 
ty, snarled her locks into so many ringlets, and 
drew upon the scalp so tight that she hadn't been 
able to shut her eye fura month. Of course he 
did not dare tw sell any more of it, but dealt only 
in the mild oil of the true clovenfvoted Prairie 
bear, which was found to be very soothing and 
nourishing to the locks of both old and young. 

We presume that there is no particular effica- 
cy in ‘Bear's Grease,” in making the hair grow, 
over any of the softer kinds of animal oil. The 
following recipe will make a compound, ofien 
sold for genuine bear's oil: Hog's lard, 16 
ounces ; flowers of benzoin, and palm oil, each 1 
ounce. Melt together until combined, and stir 
till cold. It may be perfumed with anything you 
like, and does not become rancid sv sven as sume 
kinds of hair oil. 





; OPEN BLIND BRIDLES. 

The term open blind bridles implies a contra- 
diction in terms, and yet it is correct. It means 
a blind bridle, so made that the horse on which it 
is put can see all befofe it, and can see on each 
side, but nothing behind. The blinders project 
ontward at right angles to the side of the horse's 
head. : 

A, writer, who calls himself ‘Young Um- 
phrey,” inthe July number of the Prairie Far- 
mer cracks up this kind of bridle as being first 
rate and a half. The common old-fashioned bri- 
die, he says, did not allow the air to circolaie 
about the eye, and the organ of sight became 
encombered with dust and heated air. He thus 
recommends the open bridle: **The horse can 
see all objects, both in front and at his sides, 
while there is a free circulation of air around the 
@ eye, that will prevent any injury from the dust.”” 

We have no doubt that this bridle is a great 
improvement over the commun kind; but no 
blinds at all would be preferable, provided the 
horses were broken, or trained ta werk without 
them, and that is very easily done. 

Horses are more apt to ‘‘shy,’’ as it is called, 
when partially blinded, thao when they can see 
clearly where they are going, and what is com- 
ing.

STORM IN THORNDIKE. 

A communication from Joseph B. Whitney, 
of Thorndike, in speaking of the storm which 
passed over that place on the 19th ult., a notice 
of which appeared in our last, says : 

“A most destructive hurricane, accompanied 
with hail, passed over this place Aug. 19th, at 
about 3 o'clock P. M. The shower took its rise 
in Moose-head Lake, and passed in a southerly 
direction to the sea-shore. The towns frow 
which [have heard, through which it passed 
with destructive violence, are, Canaan, Pittsfield) 
Burnham, Troy, Thorndike, Dixmont, Jackson, 
Monroe, Swanville and Searsport, and many 
others, probably, from which we have not yet 
heard, blowing down many barns, unrvofing 
houses, prostrating fences, and about entirely de- 
stroying the crops not then harvested. It com- 
menced thundering between one and two o'clock, 
but nothing alarming in the appearance of the 
cloud was observed until it was upon us. So 
sudden was it that many had not time to even 
close their doors or escape from their fields. Ove 
of my neighbors in Thorndike was in the midst 
of a fall-down, setting fire, and was in a moment 
enveloped in cloud and smoke. Being severely 
beaten with hail, and surrounded by fire, he knew 
not which way togo. He was nearly suffucated, 
and barely eseaped with his life. 

Another man was in his barn, not far from my 
house, when it went down with a crash over his 
head, injuring him slightly. 

A house in Jackson was blown down, in which 
was au old lady alone at the time, and everything 
in the house, both dishes and glasses, were de- 
stroyed, and yet she was not hurt. Many orchards 
were entirely destroyed, as well as woodlands 
Hundreds of acres of wheat and oats are thrashed 
out upon the ground. The people have turned 
their caitie in to pick up what little they can. 

Some have estimated the damage in this town 
as high as twenty thousand dollars. I think most 


crops, &e , will range between five and eight 
thousand dollars. 

I would request that some one in each town 
through which this tornado passed, furnish an 
account of it, with the probable amount of loss 
in each town. 

I will add that there were five barns blown down 
in this town, all within the distance of one mile, 
and many others unrovfed. The hail was of the 
size of large peas and bullets, and broke all the 
glaas on the north side of our buildings.”

THE L9B03S ISLANDS. 

These Islands, about which so much has been 
said of late, and which seem likely to cause a 
difficulty between the United States and Peru, 
areasmall group of isiands near the coast of 
Peru, uninhabited, and frequented by immense 
numbers of sea birds, producing the guano for 
which these islands are famous. We have thought 
that a short description of them would not be un- 
interesting to our readers, and have, accordingly. 
copied the following passages from Delano’s Vuy- 
ages. 
1817, but part of the voyages were made some 
years anterior, and these passages were written 
in 1804 : 


The bay would accommodate any number of 
ships, and afford them good shelter The islands 
to the westward of it are large and afford vothing 
but seals, egus, and birds’ manure. The latter 
is a great article of trade on the coast of Peru. 
I should esiimate the tonnage of vessels emploved 
in that busimess at seven or eight thousand. They 
are in general brigs, from one to two hundred 
tonseach. They gooff tothe Tinkers, aud other 
islands that affurd it, to load, and then carry it to 
the best market. It sells for more than one dol- 
lar per bushel. Ihave seen eight or ten ves- 
sels landing at atime at the last mentioned is- 
lands, and have been on shore where they were at 
work 

The manner they get it on board is by hanling 
their vessel ito any snug cove they can find near 
to where the manure is, and begin as near to the 
shore as it can be found, which ts in many plates 
very near; they carry it on board in hand barrows 
and in baskets, taking it from the ground as care 
fully as if it were corn or grain I have often 
seen them dig more than 20 feet before they got to 
the bottom of the heap, and it lies in that qhick- 
ness in some places for more than a hundred vards 
in breadth and amile in length. The appearance 
of it as they take it up is very much like white 
lime, and but htle difference in smell. By 
what information I have been able to obtain on 
this subject, it is the best manure fur most kinds 
of land, that ever was used. I was informed 
‘whilst on diffetént paris of the coast that they 
should’ never be able to make the land produce 
anything were it not fur this manure. The ves- 
sels in this employ often make eight or ten thou- 
sand dollars ina trip; but the Spanish are not 
very industrious people, and do not make such 
great despatch as some men would. otherwise 
they would make money very fast. The quantity 
of this manure that is on many of the Islands in 
those seas, and near the coast, is beyond belief, 
and the value of it to the tiller of the land is great. 
It seems as if every thing turned to govd account, 
and all fhe bounties of nature fell to the lot of the 
people of these two kingdoms.”’ 

On page 526 of the same work the author 

describes cwnsiderably in detail, the Lohus Is- 
lands, which “lie about seven or eight leagues 
from the main land of Peru, and are always 
plain to be seen in clear weather,"—and he 
adds : 
**The Indians go over to the Lobos Islands at 
particular seasons in great numbers with their 
bollsys on a fishing trip, stay one or two weeks, 
and always behave with the greatest propriety 
and eivili'y. They were very kind to me, and 
would. often bring vegetables from the main. 
They were obliged w bring tresh water for their 
uwn use, as these islands do pvt afford any, or 
any kind of vegetable; all their surface being 
sand, son burned rocks, and thousaudsa of ship 
loads of birds’ feces. There are here, ason many 
other islands, vast numbers of different kinds of 
oceanic birds, the most of which are fit fur nv other 
use but that of eggs and manure.”

The plan adopted 
forthe New York World's Fair building isa 
Greek Cross, with a Dome over the intersection. 
Each: diameter of the Cross is 365 feet long, 
oe feet broad, and the Dome is 130 feet 
igh. 

The plan was furnished by Messrs. Carstensen 
& Gildemeisier. Mr. Gildemeister is an archi- 
tect here of reputation ; Mr. Carstensen is the 
architect and designer of the Trivoli and Casino 
of Copenhagen, which are extensive buildings 
and grounds for the recreation and amusement of 
the people of that city. 

There are in the building 111,000 square feet 
of space on the ground floor, and 62,000 square 
feet in the galleries. The structure is estimated 
to cost $195,000. The building is to be entirely 
of iron and glass, and is already advertiged to 
open on the second day of May, 1853. The lay- 
ing of the foundation will be commenced to-day. 
The other plans are very beautiful and ingenious, 
but the Directors are confident they have selected 
the best. ‘The committee who recommended the 
plan adopted consisted of C. E. Detmold, super- 
intending engineer and architect ; Horatio Allen, 
consulting engineer; and Edmund Hurry, con- 
sulting architect.

Tue Late Storm in Georcta. The Savannah 
Republican of Tuesday, says most distressing 
accounts have been received there from Augusta, 
of the destruction of life and property in that 
city by the late storm. Both bridges across the 
Savannah river were carried away, and all the 
bridges across the canal. The water at one time 
rose to the height of four feetin the streets. One 
or two houses were washed away, and several 
lives lost 

The cars on the railroad could not approach 
nearer than one mile to the city, and the mails 
had to be carried to the post-office in canal boats.

‘The 
postage on all transient matter shall be prepaid 
by stainps or otherwise, or shall be charged double 
the rates first above mentioned. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That books, 
bound or unbound, not weighing over fuur pounds, 
shall be deemed matlable matter, and stall be 
chargeable with postage at one ceut an ounce for 
all distances under three thousand miles, and two 
cents an ounce for all distances over three thou- 
sand miles, to which fifty per cent shall be added 
in all cases where the sane may be sent without 
being prepaid, and all printed matter chargeable 
by weight shall be weighed whea dry. ‘The pub- 
lishers of newspapers aud periodicals may send to 
each other from their respective offices of publica- 
tion, fiee of postage, one copy of each publication ; 
aud imay also send to each actual subseriber, in- 
closed in their publications, bills and receipts for 
the sane free of postage. The publishers of 
weekly newspapers nay send to each actual sub- 
scriber within the county where their papers are 
printed and published, one copy thereof free of 
postage. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That no news- 
paper, periodical, magazine, or other printed pa- 
per or matter, shall be entitled to be sent at the 
rates of postage in this act specified, unless the 
fullowing conditions be observed : First, it shall 
be sent without any cover or wrapper; or ina 
cover or wrapper open at the ends or sides, so that 
the character of the matter contained therein may 


| be determined without removing such wrapper. 


Second, There shall be no word or communication 


| printed on the same afier its publication, or upon 


the cover or wrapper thereof, except the name 
and address of the person to whom itis to be sent. 
Thérd, There shall be no paper or other thing in- 
closed in or with such printéd paper ; and if these 
cenditions are not complied with, such printed 
matter shall be subject to detter aides and all 
matier sent by mail from one part of the United 
States to another, the postage of which is not 
fixed by the provisions of this act, shall, unless 
the same be entitled to be sent free of pustage, be 
charged with letrer postage. 

Sac. 4. And be it further enacted, That if the 
publisher of any periodical, after being three 
months previously notified that his publication is 
not taken out of the office to which 1t is seat for 
delivery, continue to forward such publication in 
the mail, the postmaster to whose office such pub- 
lication is sent may dispose of the same’ for the 
postage, uoless the publisher shall pay it; and 
whenever any printed matier of any description, 
received during one quarter of the fiscal year, 
shall have remained in the office without being 
called for during the whole of any succeeding 
quarier, the postmaster at such office shall sell the 
same, and credit the proceeds of such sale in his 
quarterly accounts, under such regulatiyns and af- 
ter such notice as the Pust Office Departinent shall 
prescribe 

Sec. 5. Andbeit further enacted, That so mach 
of the second section of the act enutled **An act 
to modify and reduce the rates of postage in the 
United States, and for other purposes,’’ approved

_ Tue Rac Garuerers in Paris. Mr. Calvert, 
in his admirable litle work on the European | 
world, furnishes, among others, the following | 
sketch : 

“The daily inaugurating act of each house in 
Paris, is to purge itself of its sweepings and re-, 
jected kitchen fragments of the past twenty-four 
hours, which are thrown out in piles on the edge 
of the sidewalk, where they await the scavenger 
carts that come along towards night. But ere 
these can arrive, squalid Poverty, pricked out of 
sleep by hunger, has started from its filthy couch, 
and dispersed through the streets its tattered 
hordes. A this moment over every pile of gar- 
bage bends a hungry proletarian, seeking therein 
his breakfast, and it may be his dinner. Look at 
that man, a deep, wide mouthed basket strapped 
to his back. With a short stick, -hooked at one 
end, he rakes into the pile, drives his hook into 
rag or paper, delivers what he has pinned into 
the basket with a rapid jerk of the stick over his 
shoulder, and ferrets again into the foul heap with 
aneye made keen by want. Here is another 
who has laid down the hook, and with his hands 
is picking out bones’ Ihave seen a man and a 
dog fraternally exploring the same pile. A little 
farther a woman is sorting, at the edge of the gut- 
ter, the rejected lemon peel of a cafe ; the best of 
them—for to poverty there is choice in the lowest 
degrees—she throws into her basket, and will, 
perhaps, out of this refuse of an orgie, concoct a 
savory draught for her sick child. These are the 
chiffoniers, the rag gatherers.””

At times, the white 
sheets of spray would completely bide bim from 
view; and at other times he would be seen on 
the top of the seas, with his litle boats keel 
plainly io sight, and the sails apparently lying 
flat upon the water, as if the boat was completely 
upset. Yet by skilful management the advea- 
turous man carried his boat safe through, and 
returned about seven o'clock, much to the satis- 
faction of his family and friends, who were 
watching him with intense anxiety as Jong as he 
could be seen. [Traveller, 30th. 

Errects or tue Eartu's Rotation on Loco- 
motion. Mr Uriah Clark, of Leicester has called 
our attention to an article inthe Mechanic's Mag- 
azine, written by himself, on the influence of the 
earth's rotation or locomotion. It is well known 
that, as the earth revolves on its axis once in twen- 
ty-four hours, from west to east, the velocity in 
any point on its surface is greater nearer the equa- 
tor, and less farther from it in ratio of the cosine 
of jatitude. Mr. Clark says :—Some rather im- 
portant conclusions in relation to railway travel- 
ing arise vut of the view now taken. The differ- 
ence between the rotative velocity of the earth in 
its surface motion at London and at Liverpool is 
about 28 miles per. hour ; and this amount of late- 
ral movement has been gained or lost, as respects 
the locomotive in each journey, according to the 
direction we are travelling in from thé one place 
to the other; and in proportion to the speed will 
be the pressure against the side of the rails, which, 
ata high velocity, will give the engine a tendency 
to climb the right hand rail in each direction. 
Could the journey be performed in two hours be- 
tween London and Liverpovl, this lateral move- 
ment or rotative velocity of the locomotive would 
have to be increased or diminished at the rate of 
one quarter of a mile per minute, and that entirely 
by side pressure on the rail, which if not sufficient 
to produce vivleat and dangerous oscillation. It 
may be observed, in conclusion, that as the cause 
above alluded to will be inoperative while we 
travel along the parallels of lativude, it clearly 
follows that a higher degree of speed may be at- 
tained with safety on a railway running east and 
west than on one which runs north and south.”’ 
There is no doubt of the tendency Mr. Clarke 
speaks of on the right hand ravi, but we do not 
think it will be found to be so dangerous as he 
says. It will be greatest on the Great Northern 
and Berwick lines, and least on the Great Wes- 
tern. [Herapath.
